Thirty-three Rounds Fought and the 
Match Declared Off. 


Bantams Indulge in a Bloody Battle 
at Coney Island. 


The Mig Purse for the Burge-McAuliffe 
Meeting Taken Down Because the 
Brasiers Were Suspected 
of Faking.

San Fxaxcisco, Dec. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.| For the second 
time in their experience Billy Murphy, 
the New Zealander; who still claims 
the featherweight Se of the 
world, and Tommy White of Chicago 
faced each other tonight in the same 
ring. The contest, which was an- 
nounced to be to a finish and fora 
$1250 purse, took place at the Pacific 
Athi¢tic Club, and the great hall 
was filled with spectators. White was 
bested by Murphy in an exhibition 
set-to in Chicago, about two years ago, 
and has since sought an opportunity to 
show what he could do with the New 
Zealander in a finish fight. Consider- 
able money was placed on the men at 
odds of 20 to 18 in favor of Murphy. 
The men stripped in good condition, 
Murphy looking the more muscular. 
White is taller~and of longer reach. 
White’s seconds were Billy Smith of 
Australia, Ed Alexander and George 
Dawson. Murphy was seconded by 
Sam Fitzpatrick and Jack Hall. Time 
was called at 9:05. 

First round—Murphy got in several 
good blows from the start, planting one 
hot right on the kidneys, White’s leads 
falling short. The men lost no time in 
getting down to work, and from Mur- 
phy’s confident manner it seeged that 
the fight would not last long. White 
scored a right-hander on the jaw, but 
Murphy evaded most of the Chicagoan’s 
blows by turning away or clinching. 

Second round—Murphy led with a 
long left. As he turned White dropped 
him on his hands and knees with a hard 
right oné¢he back of the neck. Mur- 
phy stayed down eight seconds. White 
got in two hard lefts on the face and a 
leftewing on the head, falling near the 
ropes in an offort to avoid Murphy's 
wild swings. Murphy dncked several 
leads, and each time nearly caught 
White’s blows on the neck. 

Third round—Murphy came up de- 
terminedly, but White feinted and kept 
him off. White was very cool, and 
jabbed his left in Murphy's face as the 
latter rushed, occasionally rapping him 
with his right on the head. Referee 
Walter Watson declared the men not 
fighting to his satisfaction, and he de- 
clared all bets off. This was in pursu- 
ance of a statement made bv Manager 
Harrison that, owing to rumors thatthe 
fight had been ‘‘fixed,’’ the referee 
was empowered to use his discretion in 
the matter. The referee’s announce- 
ment agreed with Murphy, and for the 
rest of the round he hammered White 
ata hot pace. The announcement of 
the referee does not affect bets made at 
the poolrooms which had proclaimed 
that their decision would go with the 
award of the purse. 

Fourth round—This wasa hot one, 
but slower than the last half of the 
third. Murphy got a couple more left- 
handers onthe back of the neck and 
acted in an erratic fashion. White was 
laughing at him. 

Fifth round—White staggered Mur- 
phy with a couple of*straight lefts 
on the jaw. Murphy scored a hard 
swing on the head, but most of his leads 
were stopped. 

Sixth round—White jabbed Murphy 
two hard ones onthe chest and head, 
cleverly evading a hot counter. White 
landed a right swing on the head. 

Seventh round—A hot rally, in which 
Murphy's swings went wild and White 
scored some left jabs, found Murphy 
red and furious. He held to White and 
hammered him with much force, though 
the Chicago boy squirmed away from 
most of his blows. If the result of the 
fight had been prearranged, the men 
were certainly giving a good exhibl- 
tion before conclid@ing the contest. 

Eighth round—Murphy changed his 
style of fighting, ana now jabbed for 
White's wind with his left, coming up 
with his right on the head and kidneys. 
White was stil) cool, and laughed at the 
angry New Zealander as he smashed 
Murphy a blow on the back of the head 
that set both men reeling. 

From the ninth to the twelfth rounds 
White stood Murphy off with left jabs. 
In the twelfth Murpay scored two re- 
sounding upper cuts, receiving in re- 
turn a staggering blow onthe jaw. — 

Thirteenth round—This was a hurri- 
cane round. Murphy was doing most 
of the fighting until White swung 
his lefton the jaw, staggering him. 
White then ran in after him and swung, 
jabbei and smashed with his left hand 
tillhe brought the furious New Zea- 
lander to a standstill, covered with 
blood fromthe nose and’ mouth. The 
referee hadthe greatest difficulty in 
enter. the men, as the Chicago boy 

astened to finish his opponent. 

Fourteentt® round—This was another 
hot one. White chopped Murphy with 
his left as the latter hastened in, and 
Murphy landed a right swing fairly on 
the jaw, and White would have fallen 
had not the referee rushed between 
them. 

Fifteenth round—Murphy came up in 
better shape and bored his right in on 
White, who now ducked instead of stop- 
ping the blows. He seemedto have 
lost his stream, and Murphy's method of 
choking him while in chancery helped 
to take the windy 0 utof him. Murphy 
was hissed for t al times. 

Sixteenth rouad- urphy dropped 
White with a light I¥ft in the face. 
White shrank from Murphy’s leads and 
his way of holding his hands, while he 
took Murphy’ $s swings on the head, led 
the\spectators to believe that White's 
hands were gone. It was noticed, how- 
ever, that he countered twice with his 
left with considerable effect, and some 
shrewd ones ventured to guess that 
White was allowing. Murphy to tive 
himself, while sustaining no severe 
punishment himself. 

Zhe seventeenth round was much like 


the sixteenth, from that on to the 


twenty-ninth found no fighting was 
done, The referee then announced 
that if the fight was not finished in four 
rounds he would declare it ‘‘nocontest."’ 
At the end ofthe thirty-third round, 
no blows havimg been struck in eleven 
rounds, the re @ree declared the con- 
test off.

110-pound mam of Ireland, at the 
Coney Island Athietic Club. Plimmer 
was the favofite, being backed with 
considerable Money, but the Irish lad 
Was expected to put upa most stubborn 
fight and give @Vervbodya ron for their 


money. The Men fought for a purse 
$2500, the winner to take 
$2000 and the loser #500. Plimmer 


was seconded by Charley Norton 
of Newark, Bennie Murphy and Harry 
Evans of Birmingham, England. Joe 
Connelly of Newark was bottle-holder, 
and Alfred Jewett of Philadelphia held 
time for him, McGrath was looked 
after by Martin Murphy of San Fran- 
cisco, Peter Maher of Ireland and Jimmy 
Carroll of Brooklyn. His bottle-holder 
was John Brady of New York, and his 
timer, Jack Sheehan, of race track 
fame. Plimmer was a strong favorite. 

Little was done in the first round. 

Second round — Plimmer forced 
matters, punching McGrath wherever 
he pleased.’ 

Third round—Plimmer kept jabbing 
his left into McGrath’s mouth, and 
soon had that organ full of blood. 

Fourth round—-Plimmer forced the 

Sgnting. and landed just when and 

ere he saw fit. The Irish lad was 
game and stood the punishment man- 
fully, but it was plainly evident he was 
no match for Plimmer. 

Thé fifth found wasa — of 
the others. 

Sixth round—This round was ‘almost 
sickening to behold. It was extremely 
brutal, McGrath was pounded until he 
was so groggy he could scarcely stand 
on his feet. He was knocked down 
four times, but gamely got up each 
time before he could be counted out. 

Seventh xound—This was another 
exhibition of gameness on the part of 
McGrath and slugging by Plimmer. 
McGrath was repeatedly knocked down,

Eighth round—Plimmer went for his 
man with vicious rights and lefts, 
pounding his face out of all semblance 
of humanity.

And out of pure pity Jimmy Car- 
roll th McGrath got 
mad seeontts hrowing up the 
sponge. 

PUT UP A FAKE. 


Why the Coney Island © Club Pulled Down 
Its Big Purse. 

New York, Dec. 28:—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] There ig a sensational ru- 
mor going the rounds of the sporting 
fraternity of this city to the effect that 
the match between McAuliffe an@ Burge, 
for which the Coney Island Athletic 
Club recently offereda $45,000 purse, 
and subsequentiy withdrew it, was to 
be a gigantic fake. The story has cre- 


fated no end of gotsip here, and is ap- 


parently based on facts. The supposi- 
tion that the contest was to be a pre- 
affair. is strengthened by the 
fact that Judge Newton, the match 
maker of the club, has intimated to 
some person that he heard that Burge 
was to ‘lay down’’to the American 
champion, and for this reason he re- 
fuses to have anything to do with the 
men. 

Newton, when interviewed this even- 
ing, refused either to confirm or deny 
the rumor. He spoke, however. as 
though he had thought that something 
was suspicious about Burge’s actions, 
and for these reasons alone he had with- 
drawn the purse to save the reputation 
of the clyb and the public from being 
imposed upon.

SacraMento, Dec. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The river is falling 
here, but not very rapidly, as the high 
water in the upper country has not 
passed down yet, and that which spread 
out over the Colusa, Butte and Sutter 
lands is now running back into the river. 
The fall here since last night has been 
one foot. Considerable losa will fall 
upon farmers onthe Yolo side of the 
river through destraction of fences, 
hay and some live stock, in consequence 
of the giving way of levees on that 
side of the river. 

The damage to railroad tracks north 
of Marysvilte has been repaired, and to- 
morrow the Oregon trains will run 
straight through by the old route. The 
Oroville road will also be repaired to- 
morrow. A couple of days will be re- 
quired to reconstruct the Feather River 
bridge so that trains can run from 
Knight’s' Landing into Marysville.

SHOOK. 


Terrific Explosion at Long 
Island City. 


An Attempt to Thaw Out Dynamite 
Results in Havoe. 


Five Persons Killed Outright—Scores 
More or Less Injured. 


Buildings in the Vicinity Shattered—The 
Idmates Buried in the Debris — 
The Rains Take Fire—Scenes 
of Horror.

Lone Istasp City (N. Dec. 28.— 
[By the Associated Press.] Just in the 
Tear of a row of tenements numbered 
from 21 to 29, Jackson avenue, is the 
entrance to the tunnel that the New 
York City and Long Island Tunnel Com- 
pany is putting under the East River 
between this city and the New York 
Central depot. The dynamite used in 
blasting froze last night, and when the 
men started to work this morning they 
tried to thaw it ont. Taking three 
barrels of dynamite they piaced them 
behind one of the tenements and builta 
roaring fire beside them, and the fire 
and dynamite were left alone, while the 
men went down the tunnel shaft. The 
fire burned nearer the dynamite than it 
had been supposed it would, and at § 
o'clock there was a tefrible explosion 
that scattered death and destruction all 
around. 

The shock was iike an earthquake, 
The men in the tunnel were not hort, 
but persons living in the tenements 
made up the list of killed and injured. 
The tenements were scattered. The 
postoffice was shattered and the letter 
cases wrecked into strips, and the 
clerks hurled among the débris. . 

Immediately after the crash a wave 
of fire swept through the lower part of 
the tenements, cutting off all possible 
escape through the entrances. Some 
of the tenants managed to crawl to the 
windows and made their escape in that 
way. The explosion was heard all over 
Long Island. Large plate-glass win- 
dows were shattered as far away as 
four blocks from the scene. Acrossithe 
street doors were blown off their 
hinges, counters overturned and persons 
knocked senseless. Scores of persons 
were injuredinthis way. . 

When the excitement had somewhat 
abated a prompt séarch was made for 
the unfortunates, resulting follow:s 

The dead — Mary Grayden, Henry 
O’Brien, Mrs. Kocco, John Hopkins, 
Nicola Ladano.

the head and will die; Edward Delaney, 
skull fractured and both eyes injured, 
will probably die; Petro Rocco, cut 
about the head and body; Joseph Way, 
back punctured; Minnie Davren, ser- 
ious injuries to head and body; John 
Davren, cut about the head and face; 
John W. Dacren, cut about the head 
and hands; Miss Matilda Ryan, cut 
about the head; John Purcell, seriously 
injured by falling timbers: Wm. John- 
son, cuts and bruises on the head and 
body; James Murphy, cuts on the head; 


‘Mrs. Mary Rogers and son, John, both 


badly cut about the head; Max Hayes, 
severely cutonm the back of the head; 
Mr. and Mrs. Frank Wildey, cut on the 
head: Mrs. Kate O’Brien, face and 
hands cut; William Krepp. head badly 
cut; John Palmer, head and hands cut; 
Mrs. Stein and daughter, 8 years 
old, both seriously cut, and the child 
has lostone eye; Alderman James Co- 
miskey, head cut. 

The scene of the disaster is one of the 
most thickly-settlied districts of the 
city. Forhalf a mile on Jackson and 
Lernon avenues there is scarcely a pane 
of unbroken glass. Gray's refrigerator 
factory on Fourth street opposite the 
scene, was completely wrecked, and a 
number of employés injured. 

Many of those injured sustained burts 
by rushing out of houses when the ex- 
plosion occurred, and being struck by 
falling timbers and other débris. Ip 
the pestoffice the mails were buried be. 
neath tons of débris, and are cer- 
tain to be ruined by water ifnot burned 
when the explosion occurred. 

C. McIntyre, a workman in charge of 
the dynamite, was arrested for crim- 
inal carelessness. He is severely 
wounded. - He says in thirty-five years’ 
exverience with dynamite this is his 
first accident. He cannot account for 
it. The dynamite, he says, was in 
a box, through which steam pipes ran 
to thaw itout. Itis reported an Ital- 
ian, who slept in a shanty near the 
scene, was blown to fragments. 


Judge Sharpstein Critically DL. 

San Francisco, Dec. 28.—Justice 
Jonn R. Sharpstein, of the Supreme 
Court, is reported to be critically ill. 


| The venerable Judge was stricken with 


paralysis on Monday night, and his 
whole left side is paralyzed. He is 
very low and most of the time is un- 
conscious. Judge Sharpstein has been 
for twelve years on the Supreme 
Bench. His term expires two years 
hence. He is the only Democrat on the 
Supreme Bench, all other justices be- 
ing Republicans. In the event of

The Government Hesitates to Arrest” 
the Latter for Treason, 


Baron Reinach’s Death Neither a 
Case of Murder nor Suicide. 


A Rosesian Prince Killed by an American 
ina Duel at Monte Carlio—Hambuarg's 
Daily Cholera Hulletin—Other 
Foreign News.

Panis, Dec. 28.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press#] The efforts of Andrieux 
to draw Premier Ribot into a duel have 
failed. It is not considered likely that 
Andrieux will resort to vioience, as was 
at first intimated. There is no disguis- 
ing the fact that Andrieux has gained 
much admiration by the boldness and 
success of his course. No doubt the 
government intended to order his ar- 
restona charge of treason. The ar- 
rest was to be effected suddenly and 
strike terror into plotters for the over- 
throw of the administration. Andrieux 
checkmated that scheme by boldly pro- 
claiming the government's intentions, 
and its purpose, he explained, was to 
silence him in his task of exposing the 
Panama frauds by committing him toa 
dungeon. He also proclaimed that he 
had made sure of the security of the 
evidence under his control, so that the 
purpose of the government would be 
defeated. This, it is reported, made 
the ministry hesitate in its purpose of 
arresting Andrieux without having 
clear, unanswerable evidence to estab- 
lish a case against him. The ministry 
feared that the public would interpret 
a hasty arrest as proof of the statements 
of Andrienx as to the motives of the 
government. It is true this would mean 
ruin to the Cabinet. 

RIBOT DECLINED TO FIGHT. 

When Andrieux arose on Monday 
morning, still at liberty, he determined 
ona still bolder move that was to give 
Ribot his choice between a duel or a re- 
traction of the words in which he had 
accused Andrieux of endeavoring to cx- 
cite discord and virtually of being the 
instigator of aninsurrection. Andrieux 
sent a challenge to Ribot on the grounds 
stated. The Premier replied through 
his secretary that the utterances of 
Ribot had not gone beyond legitimate 
public criticism. Andrieux, not satis- 
fied with the reply, sent two friends to 
the Premier to demand satisfaction. 
These friends represented that Andrieux 
considered Ribot's words as implying 
that he (Andrieux) was guilty of a crim- 
inal, ignoble act, and was seeking in an 
illegitimate manner ‘to arouse disorder 
and bloodshed. - Andrieux therefore in- 
sisted, they declared, on such satisfac- 
tion as a duel would give. Ribot re- 
plied. quietly and. decisively. that he 
had nothing to addto the explanation 
already given through his secretary, ex- 
cept that he considered the explanation 
ought to have dissipated any doubts of 
Andrieux as tothe sense in which the 
words which Andrieux considered offen- 
sive had been used. Ribot did not 
speak apologeticaily, nor did he offer 
any retraction or even propose to miti- 
gate or extenuate the meaning of what 
had been said. He declined, at the 
same time, to discuss the matter any 
further. : 

Andrieux now states in a letter to the 
newspapers that Ribot’s words should be 
taken as equivocal. Andrienx adds: 
“They are not acceptable to me, but I 
thank my friends for the measures they 
have taken toward dissipating doubts as 
to what Ribot meant.’’ 

REINACH’S DEATH NOT DVE TO POISON. 

Figaro says that a book containing 
copies of the correspondence with Herz 
‘and Arton relating to votes in the Sen- 
ate and Chamber of Deputies in behalf 
of the Panama Canal scheme, has been 
found in the office of the Panama Canal 
Oompany, and is said to compromise a 
large number of Senators and Deputies. 
There are letters demanding money, 
together with the dates on which pay- 
ments were made. It will be made the 
basis of additional prosecutions. It es- 
tablishes the fact that the blackmailer 
had a go-between in the corruption of 
legislators. 

Socialists are again active. A meet- 
ing of leaders decided to summon the 
people to meet when the chambers reas- 
semble and appeal to the army not to 
take arms against the people. 

The official report of Dr. Brouardel, 
who had charge of the autopsy on the 
bodv of Baron de Reinach, was made 
publictoday. It declares that the an- 
alysis of the stomach reveals not the 
slightest trace of poison. The conclu- 
sion reached is that death was due to 
natural causes. The report is regarded 
with suspicion from certain quarters. 

Many persons openly express the be- 
lief that Baron deReinach was mur- 
dered and the official report to the con- 
trary does not shake their belief. 
Against all these, however, stands 
the reputation of Dr. Brouardel. Those 
who know him declare that nothing 
the government could offer him would 
induce him to attach his name to a false 
report, and if such report was secretly 
decided upon, he would not in any way 
be a party toit. The report is eagerly 
discussed, and is taken to end the 
question astothe Barou's death. De 
Reinach’s family. itis supposed, will 
accept the report as final, as it re- 


moves fromthe Baron the stigma of 
suicide. 


WAR THREATENED. 


Costa Rica and Nicaragua About Ready 
to Fight 

Panama, via Galveston, Dec. 28.—[By 
the Associated Press.| The boundary 
dispute between Costa Rica and Nica- 
Tagua is assuming threatening dimen- 
sions, and hostilities may begin at any 
moment. The territory in  qwtes-. 
tion is but a few thousand 
square miles, and would be worth 
little to Costa Rica should she acquire 
it. Costa Rica is believed, therefore, 
to seek merely an opportunity to im- 
pose upon Nicaragua terms.. favorable 
to her interests in matters affected by 
the canal. Should she succeed in pro- 
voking war she probably would tri- 
umph, for, although poor both in men 
* and money, she is superior ‘in both re- 
spects to Nicaragua.

A Princely Nihilist’s Plight. 

Nice, Dec. 28.—Prince Victor Naka- 
chidze, son of Gen. Bargratia, Prince 
of Georgia, has surrendered himself to 
the police of this city, as he is ill and 
starving and wishes to be cared for. He 
told the police that he was a Nibilist. 
He was sentencedto three years im- 
prisonment for his connection with the 
Paris bomb makers. He was arrested 
and convicted in 1889. After serving 
out his term, he was expelled from 
France. His present disregard of the 
decree expelling him constitutes an of- 
fence, on accaunt of which he gave him- 
self up to the police.

BORDER REBELS. 


Rumops of Further Encounters on the 
Rio Grande. 


The Outbreak Assuming the Proportions 
of a Revolution—Fresh Orders Is. 
sued to United States Troops 
from Washington.

Nvcevo Larepvo (Mexico,) Dec. 28.— 
|By the Associated Press.| This has 
been a day of suppressed excitement 
and anxiety in military circles here, as 
there was every reason to believe the 
revolutionists would make an attack 
on Guerrero, where a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition are_ stored. 
There have been rumors of another en- 
gagement, however, about twenty 
miles south of San Miguel, between 150 
revolutionists and a detachment of 
eighty Mexican soldiers, in which five 
soldiers were wounded. 

The announcement that Gen. Estrada 
led the revolutionists who defeated the 
government troops yesterday created 
intense excitement, as he is prominent 
in army circles and has a large follow- 
ing.

Bourke of the Second Cavalry had an 
interview with Adjt. Gen. Williams of 
the War Department today, and left 
this afternoon for San Antonio, Tex. 
It is understood he conveys secret in- 
structions for the guidance of Gen. 
Wheaton in the conduct of the cam- 
paign against the Mexican revolu- 
tionists. 

New Or.eans, Dec. 28.—A City of 
Mexico special authoritatively states 
that a number of ranchmen and other 
residents on the Rio Grande border will 
file with the government claims for 
damages th:iough depredations of ban- 
dits and so-called revolutionists from 
Texas. These bandits, while claiming 
to be of a political character, are 
nothing more nor less than free- 
booters. They intimidate settlers, 
take horses, cattle or whatever they see 
fit to appropriate. These claims, it is 
understood, will be formally presented 
to the United States Government, with 
the demand that this Government pay 
indemnity, on the ground that the 
United States is responsible for not 
suppressiag outlaxyry which originated 
in its territory. 


BAPTIZED WITH BLOOD. 


A Terrible Affray in the San Juan Mining 
Camp. 
~ Denver (Colo.,) Dec. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The San Juan min- 
ing camp has followed the precedents 
of all great mining excitements by bap- 
tizing itself with human blood. A 
courier arrived in Bluffs City today ana 
reported a terrible battle yesterday in 
which over one hundred shots were 
fired. He reported eleven men killed 
and a large number wounded. George 
Ferguson, an old prospector, and James 
Eddy, known as ‘blind Jim,*’ one of the 
best known characters in Arizona and 
New Mexico mining camps, are among 
the slain. 
A private dispatch from Dolores this 
evening confictms the terrible report. 
The trouble grew outof a dispute over 
certain claims which had been staked 
out. The direct cause was the discov- 
ery of large nuggets at the bottom of a 
small stream. Uptothe time of find- 
ing. the nuggets everything was all 
right, but the signt of gold tothe min- 
ers acted like a red rag toa bull. Each 
man claimed that he had first located 
the claim, and to settle the dispute 
guns were brought to bear. Over forty 
men engaged in the terrible conflict. 
The battle will certainly bring a num- 
ber of mining men to the camp, for old 
prospectors regard the deadlv conflict 
as a sure indication of rich strikes.

Wasninoton, Dec. 28.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The sub-committee 
having charge of the subject of estab- 
lishing a national quarantine have 
agreed upon a bill which will be re- 
ported to the full committee after 
recess. The bill agreed upon puts 
the national quarantine system into the 
hands of the hospital service of the 
revenue marine. Wherever State 
quarantine regulations exist, the hos- 
pital service of revenue marine shall 
have powerto enforce the laws and 
regulations of the different States. 
Where there are no State quarantine 
regulations, or where, in the opinion of 
the marine hospital service, the quar- 
antine regulations of a State are not 
sufficient to prevent the introduction of 
contagious diseases into the United 
States, the marine hospital service 
shall report the facts to the Secretary 
who, if in his judg- 
ment it is mecessary of proper, shall 
order the marine hospital service to 
make such additional rules and regula- 
tions as are necessary to prevent the 
introduction of such diseases into the 
United States from foreign countries, 
or in one State from another State. 
The President is also authorized to 
suspend immigration from foreign 
countries where infectious diseases ex- 
ist, 


HISCOCK’S SUCCESSOR, 


Marphy Will Probably Be Chosen in Spite 
of Cleveland, 

Wasuincton, Dec. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Star this evening 
says: 

Politicians here do not believe that Mur- 
hy of New York can be defeated for the 
Tnited States Senate, and they believe 

Cleveland appreciates the fact. At present 
Cleveland has no personal representative 
in the Senate who is long experienced and 
in a position to act as leader. Should he 
succeed inthe election of a personal friend 
in New York it would not improve the situ- 
ation greatly, as no new man, however 
capable, can figure very prominently. 
Cleveland will, however, have a strong per- 
sonal friend in the Senate by the time the 
Fifty-third Congress ts organized, unless 
all present plans miscarry. This will be 
Bayard of Delaware. It is expected that 
Senator Gray will go into the Cabinet. His 
retirement from the Senate will mean the 
election of Bayard. 

PorTLAND (Or.,) Dec. 28.—Speaking 
of the interview with President-elect 
Cleveland published in a New York 
paper this morning, Gov. Pennoyer to- 
day said: ‘‘The impertinent interter- 
ence of the President-elect with the se- 
lection of a United States Senator from 
New York is both unprecedented and 
alarming. If the New York Democracy 
bows to such dictation it will indicate 
that Mr. Cleveland bas not only become 
the boss of his party, but the Czar of 
the Nation.’’ 


Commander Johnson Probably Acquitted. 
Dec. 28.—The record 
of the proceedings of the court martial 
in the case of Commander M. L. John- 
son, charged with the responsibility for 
the grounding 6f the U.S. S. Mohican 
on the Pacific Coast, has reached the 
Navy Department. The case will be 
reviewed bv Judge Advocate Gen. 
Lemly, and then be submitted to the 
Secretary of the Navy for action. The 
findings of the court will not be an- 
nounced officially in advance of such ac- 
tion, but the impression among naval 
officers who have followed the proceed- 
ings is that Commander Johnson was 
practically acquitted by the court.

Chicago. 


Cuicaco, Dec. 28.—[By the Associated 
Press.| This morning a woman jumped 
from the second story window of the 
Atlantic Hotel and called for the pro- 


tection of a passing policeman. She 
told the following story: Through 
an advertisement in a_e farming 


paper she made the acquaintance of 
Winfield L. Jefferson, who claims to be 
a ranch-owner in Douglas county, Or. 
She was Mrs. Mattie Alexander, a 
wealthy widow of Kinderhook, N. Y.

INFESTED WiTH FIREBUGS. 


Incendiaries Busy at Milwaukee 
Property Losses. 

MILWAUKEE (Wis.,) Dec. 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] At 2 o'clock this 
morning a bomb was thrown into the 
main building of the South Side plant 
of the Milwaukee Street Railroad Com- 
pany, and a tremendoug explosion fol- 
lowed. In a moment the interior of the 
building was ablaze. In afew minutes 
it was beyond control, and in less than 
an hour the entire plant was consumed, 
entailing a loss of $500,000. The 
viant included an immense storage sta- 
ble for electric motors, machine shops 
and stables. Sixty horses in the stables 
were got out alive. The company will 
be crippled by the fire for a time. 

It is supposed the man who threw the 
bomb is the firebug who has started a 
dozen other distastrous blazes within a 
month. | 

The Mayor this afternoon offered a 
reward of $2500 for the arrest of the 
person who started any one of the fires 
since the big fire of October 29, or any 
future fire for the next thirty days. It 
was also decided to add 100 men to the 
police force for night duty. Two more 
bodies were found in the ruins of yes- 
terday’s tannery fire, that of Stephen 
Treader}, a tanner, the other unknown. 

Today a number of fire insurance 
companies gave orders to cease writing 
insurance on manufacturing plants in 
this city. 

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 28.—Chief of Police 
Jannessen, after a thorough examina- 
tion, is satisfied that the fire which this 
morning destroyed $400,000 worth of 
the Milwaukee Street Railway Compa- 
ny’S property was caused by a car 
stove which was overheated. 


Sixteen Indians to Be Shot. 

City or Mexico, Dec. 28.—Sixteen 
Indians, taken prisoners in the terribl 
massacre by Mexican troops, in which 
the town of Tomachie was wiped out, 
have been brought here by a detach- 
ment of soldiers. They will be shot 
after being closely questioned by the 
government in regard to the uprising 
in which they participated, and which 
is not yet quelled. 


Distress Among Kansaa Farmers. 

Horton (Kan.,) Dec. 28.—The ldte 
storm proved very hard on settlers in 
Western Kansas counties. I[t is impos- 
sible for the railroads to get enough 
fuelto the border to keep the people 
warm, so great is the demand all along 
the lines for coal. Reports come in of 
inhabitants using anything that will 
burn to keep from freezing. 


Acquitted of Murder. 

PittsscrGH, Dec. 28.—Max Newman, 
a Homestead non-unionist who shot and 
killed Thomas Coyne, another non-union 
worker, on the night of November 15, 
was acquitted today. It was shown 
that Coyne came into Newman’s room 
in the night and assaulted him. Be- 
lieving.he was being assaulted by a 
union man, Newman shot and killed 
Coyne.

Singular Case on Trial Before 
. Judge Clark. 


Why Mrs. Wheeler’s Neighbors 
- Thought She Was; Insane, 


The Jury in the Norris Seduction 
Case Unable to Agree. 


Papers in a Namber of Divorce Proceed- 
ings Filed — Another Jadgment 
Against Schurtz—General 
Court Notes. 


A caseofa somewhat singular nature, 
bordering closely upon’ the ridiculous, 
came up for hearing before Judge Clark, 
in Department Two yesterday morning. 
An elderly lady named Mrs. Mary Ann 
Wheeler was taken into court, upon 
complaint of W. Burghardt, a neighbor, 
for examination by Ors. Cochran and 
Wernigk, the commissioners appointed 
for the purpose, as to her mental condi- 
tion, it being alleged that she was in- 
sane. 

The first witness called was Mrs. 
Burghardt, who testified tothe effect 
that she resided on West Jefferson 
street, near Budlong avenue, and that 
Mrs. Wheeler lived next door to her. 
That the latter was a most eccentric 
woman; prowling about her house at all 
hours of the night, talking to herself 
and making peculiar noises. That, a 
short time ago, the old lady whipped 
witness's little son severely and threat- 
ened to shoot him, thereby scaring wit- 
ness, who was very nervous. When 
pinned down to facts within her actual 
knowledge, however, witness knew ab- 
solutely nothing about her neighbor's 
actions, all that she had testified to be- 
ing hearsay evidence. 

Mrs. Wheeler was then questioned by 
the physicians, who subjected her to a 
very searching examination. She 
stated that she was a widow, and be- 
tween 50 and 75 years ofage. That 
since the death of her husband, thirty 
years ago, she had been a schoolteacher; 
thirteen years of which time she had 
spent in San Francisco. That in 1887, 
her health being poor, she had obtained 
leave of absence for a year, and aftera 
visit to her old home in Muskegon, 
Mich., and friends in Chicago, she had 
returned to this city, where she had 
resided ever since. She started the 
Argyle and other well-known boarding- 
houses here, but was so much worried 
by the business that she resolved to 
retire and took the cottage she now oc- 
cupies on Jefferson street. For some 
time past, however, she had been ter- 
ribly annoyed by the little son of her 
neighbors, the Burghardts, who took 
every means in his power to make life 
a burden to her. 

When_she chided him for throwin 
dogs over the fence into her yard, an 
shooting her chickens with his airgun, 
this youngster turned a fierce dog loose 
into her dining-room one day while she 
was eating and frightened her almost 
to death. She warned and threatened 
him, but to no purpose, and finally 
caught and whipped her yéung tor- 
mentor. Even this failed to have any 
effect, so she threatened to shoot him. 
He, naturally, told a garbled story of 
the affair to his poor mother, who, of 
course, believed her darling’s tale of 
woe, and concluded that her neighbor 
was mad. 

Upon learning these facts, all doubts 
as tothe sanity of Mrs. Wheeler were 
dispelled in the minds of both the 
Court and doctors, and the old lady was 
at once discharged.

**The Times’? and Organized Labor. 

A few days ago there appeared a com- 
munication in a local paper taking Tug 
Times to task for hostility to labor or- 
ganizations generally. The squib bore 
in every line of it the evidence of 
jaundiced prejudice, hypocrisy and 
falsehood. The record of Tue Times on 
the labor question is an open book, and 
we never feel called upon to answer 

ich contemptible snarls in particular. 
But, since the attitude of this paper 
toward labor organizations has been 
called into question, we are ready to 
define our position clearly and specific- 
ally. 

To begin with, we are not hostile to 
such associations of laboring people 
when they are formed for legitimate 
and fair objects, but we most decidedly 
favorthem. These objects we conceive 
to be for mutual improvement and social 
intercourse; for the promotion of the 
comiaon trade or calling: for fraternal 
relief and assistance in time of sickness 
and trouble: for the exclusion of dis- 
reputable characters, frauds and incom- 
petents; and forthe maintenance of a 
remunerative standard of wages. To 
the member of such organizations we 
would accord every privilege. that 
is granted to every other citizen; to 
pursue his calling in peace, and to 
coiperate with his fellows in every hon- 
orable and fair way for their mutual 
benefit. We concede to them the 
right, if not under time contracts,* 
to quit their positions whenever they 


‘WeFome dissatisfied with their wages, 


orany of the conditions under which 
they may be required to labor. Now, it 
bardly seems that a broader platform 
than that should be required by the 
most ardent advocate of ‘‘organized la- 
bor,’’ so called. When we concede to 
the workingman the same rights and 
prerogatives that every other citizen 
enjoys, that. ought to be enough. If 
there is gn implied restriction that, in 
pursuance of his trade interests, the 
laboring man must not break the laws; 
—must not trample on the rights of 
others—those are only the limitations 
which we must all observe in organized 
society for the common good. It is for 
this that governments dre organized, 
that laws are instituted. And here we 
draw the line for laboring people, as 
wedo for everybody else; we draw it 
black and strong, and insist on its ob- 
servance forthe good of societyg On 


the other side of this black line we 
place— 
Bovcotting, 
Intimidation of laboring people, . 
Bulldozing of employers, - 
Riot and turbulence of all sorts, 
Conspiracy. 
Incendiarism, 
Vandalism, 
Train- wrecking, 
Dynamiting, 
Poisoning, to make ‘‘sick,"’ 
Murder, 
Anarchy. 


Now, it would seem that no right- 
thinking person should object to an’ in- 
hibition of these expedients for the 
maintenance of any cause or interest. 

Every one of them is recognized on 
our statute books as an infraction of 
the peace, a misdemeanor, a penal ora 
capitaloffense. All through the country 
the criminal courts are kept busy trying 
and punishing people who break over 
these natural safeguards of society. 
Now, if we should make an exception in 
favor of a certain class of people who 
may have associated themselves together 
for a purpose, and say that they shall 
not be restrained by the same laws as 
those which are binding on all the rest; 
if we should even wink at infrac- 


tions of the law when  perpe- 
trated by this particular class, 
or turn our heads the other + way 


and pretend not to see them; what 
would be the tendency of such a course’ 
To knock the very foundations out from 
under the social organization; to dis- 
credit civil government; to destroy the 
security of every man's life, property 
and pursuit of happiness—in a word, to 
precipitate a condition of anarchy. 
Now, Tue Times is not in favor of an- 
archy, and has repeatedly said so. We 
believe that, whatever evils and abuses 
may exist under our form of civilization 
and under our system of government, 
they may be corrected in a much better 
way. We believe, in fact, that they 
could not be corrected by anarchy at 
all. What is the use of opening this 
Pandora’s box and turning loose its ac- 
cumulation of evils to plague the*world? 
And if we but raise the lid a fittle, and 
let out two orthree of them, is. it not 
proportionately bad? And may not 
more of them escape than we are count- 
ing on? We say beware of lifting the 
lid atall. Anarchy in any form is no 
remedy, but would itself prove more 
hateful than any of the grievances that 
we now have to bear. 

Tue Times is the friend of organized 
society—of all the people, including or- 
ganized labor. It attests this friend- 
ship, not only by what it considers 
good, sound, honest counsel, but also in 
its daily affairs. This establishment 
employs organized labor in its several 
mechanical departments; not the kind 
which has the words ‘‘strike’’ and ‘-boy- 
eott’’ in its constitution, but that which 
is firmly held together for’ all the legiti- 
mate purposes outlined in the first part 
of this article. The men and women 
employed in the composing-room con- 
cede that they dre treated well. They 
drew for their services during the year 
ended September 30, 1892, an aggre- 
gate of about $33,000. Their weckly 
wages were forthcoming as regularly as 
pay day arrived. During the year the 


| office has voluntarily, and of its own 


motion, raised the rate of compensation, 
which, in the case of the printers, is now 


‘higher than the highest rate paid in the 


city; itis 15 per cent. higher than the 
rate paid by the local paper in which 
this virulent assault to which we have 
referred was published. The workmen 
of Tae Times are subjected to no unus- 
val restraints vexatious regulations 
or harsh treatment. Ail that is 
required of them is that they be 
competent, faithful and honorable; 
these conditions fulfilled, they hold 
their positions as long as they choose. 
In other departments of the newspaper 
than the strictly mechanical, large 
sums are disbursed for labor, and the 
requirements are the same. In the 
newspaper and job-printing and bind- 
ing departments together, the an- 
nual pay-roll8 of employés alone foot 
upto something more than $70,000 
annually. 

One of the best evidences that Tue 
Times is the friend of labor, is found in 
the fact that it gets along pleasantly 
and peacefully with all of these em- 
ployés, and we venture there is not an 
establishment of a similar kind in the 
State, or in the United States, where 
a situation is considered more desirable 
than in the office of the Los ANGELEs 
TMes. 

Now, if our advice to labor is good, 
and our conduct toward laboring peo- 
ple is good, what ground is there for 
charging that Tue Tres is_ the 
enemy of organized labor?

The Chicago Encampment. 


Senate bill No. 8574, introduced on 
the 13th inst., which provides for the 
holding of a national encampment of 
the army and militia at Chicago next 
August. It appropriates $1,500,000 
for expenses, and provides for the en- 
listment of 50,000 yolunteers for fif- 
teen days in August. There are to be 
no single enlistmenfts, but the militia 
of the several States are to be mus- 
tered in collectively, provided one-half 


The men are to be provided transporta* 


with a camp, commissary and megfcines 
while iu the service, but are pet to be 
under pay. At the same time, the reg- 
ular army is to be mobilizéd so far as 
possible, and the @ntiré force will be 
under the command of the regular army 
officers. 
the plan proposed last summer, by Gen. 
Miles. From a military point of view 
it would probably be a good thing. It 


be valuable to them in point of: disci- 
pline; at the same time it would infuse 
into them something of an esprit du 
corps and make them feel their alle- 
giance to the Nation as well ag to tue 
State. Outside of these advagtages, it 
will give 50,000 men a chance to see 
the World's Fair at a merely nominal 
expense, and will swell the throng at 
Chicago and add a very interesting fea- 
ture tothe proceedings. 


A Few Pocket Pieces Left. 

We' hdve had so much. talk from 
Democratic sources aboug the bank- 
ruptcy of the United States Treasury, 
and so much from the Populites about 
the shortage of money in circulation, 
that it is refreshing to find an authentic 
statement like the following, taken 
from the New York Indicator, showing 
that Uncle Sam’s finances are not in 
such a bad way after all: ' 


There was a very increase in 
the amount of mone circulation last 
month, and also in the total amount in 
the country. In fact, the total supply 
of money in the country on December 1 
was larger than ever before. 


was $8,650,531. . . 

During the month there was an in- 
crease in the treasury holdings of 
money and bullion of $3,024,201. 
There was an increase in gold coin of 
$1,480,011, gold bullion $1,856,986, 
$8,627,778, while 
the treasury holdings of United States 
notes decreased $1,692,643, national 
bank notes $1,379,528, standard silver 
dollars $204,351, ‘Subsidiary silver 
$539,396, and silver treasury notes 
$124,656. The treasury store of 
money and bullion on December 1 was 
as follows: Gold coin, $167,615,258; 
standard silver dollars, $354,536,029; 
subsidiary silver, $10,960,183; silver 
treasury notes, $1,919,154; United 
States notes, $12,908,189; national 
bank notes, $5,828,486; gold bullion, 
$79,988,208; silver bailion, $92,999,- 
927; total, $726,750,384. 

The stock of gold in the country in- 
creased $2,450,000 during the month 
of December, and of silver $4,330,- 
000. There was also an increase in 
national bank-notes of $1,180,000, 
making an increase in the total stock 
of money of $7,960;000 for the month. 
The . treasury, however, lost about 
$690,000 of its net holdings, and con- 
sequently the amount in circulation has 
increased $8,650,000. The treasury, 
however, holds and owns more gold 
than it did a month ago. The amount 
of gold in the treasury, of gold certifi- 
cates outstanding, and of net gold 
owned by the Government on November 
1 and December 1 are shown as fol- 
lows:

On August 1 last the treasury held net 
only $110,444,891 of gold, or nearly

A VOICE FROM THE DESERT. 


Christmas Day at Palin Springs—The Cli- 
mate and the People. 
Special Correspondence of The Times. 

Pato Sprines, Dec. 12, 1892.—Ther- 
mometer, 2 p.m., 80° in the shade; 6 
p-m., 60° if the shade. 

In this corner of the Colorado Desert, 
noted for its hot spring of suverior me- 
dicinal qualities, early fruit farms, 
warm, dry climate, grand mountain and 
desert scenery, its great palm trees in 
Palm Cajion, and the picturesque water- 
fall, Old Sol, with his genial rays, 
ushered in Christmas morning with a 
flood of light. There are about thirty 
white people and one hundred Indians 
in the settlement. The day was ob- 
served in a quiet, orderly manner. Dr. 
Murray and wife, of the Palm Springs 
Hotel, entertained a number of friends 
at a Christmas dinner, as did many 
other families in the village. Rev. F. 
D. Seward, synodical missionary for 
Southern California, preached an ex- 
cellent Christmas sermon at 2 o'clock, 
and also held evéning services in the 
neat and substantial church. It is the 
best building here and was erected by 
T. Critchlow of New York to the mem- 
ory of his wife. A neat tablet on the 
wall to the left of the pulpit has this

ELIZABETH CRITCHLOW, 


Died at Palm Springs, Dec. 8, 1889, :

Another company of play-actors of

The company left San Francisco sev- 
eral weeks ago, intending to play the 
southern circuit. They called them- 
selves the London Gaiety Company, be- 
cause an old lady who belonged to an 
English company years ago, and flirted 
with a member of the roval family, be- 
longed to the San Francisco aggre- 
gation. 

Pacific Coast companies do not have 
much money on the start, and this com- 
pany of stars was not different from the 
others in that respect. They managed 
to reach Bakersfield and gavea per- 
formance. The townspeople did not ap- 
preciate the grease paint artists, how- 
ever, and the receipts were so slim that 
the treasurer sorrowfully informed the 
company that it would be impossible to 
reach the next town unless some of the 
more wealthy members would come to 
the front and give a helping hand. 

Riches were not plentiful among the 
stars, but one of the lady members 
blushingly remarked that her trunk con- 
tained a handsome silk dress that cost a 
large sam of money only afew weeks 
ago, and she thought it might be pawned 
for enough to buy a rideto the neat 
town.

The regulation ‘‘ads’’ were scattered 
broadcast throughout the city by the 
assistance of the daily press, and at 10 
o’clock the next morning the above 
mentioned shapely maidens, ranging 
from nine to ninety years of age, put in 
an appearance at the Pavilion. 

The London actress selected all the 
fleshy beauties in the crowd, and 
promptly herded them on the stage. 
What progress she made in the man 
facture of sure-enough ballet girls in 
three days is not known, for Saturday 
night “came and went,’’ but the Pa- 
vilion remained dark. 

The actress from London took another 
hitch in her suspenders, and the doors 
were thrown open to the public, last 
Monday night.

IRRIGATION CONGRESS. 


A Movement to Secure It for Los Angeles— 
An International Affair. 

W. E. Smythe, secretary of the last 
Irrigation Congress, held some two 
years ago in Salt Lake City, and editor 
of the Irrigation Age published in that 
city, is here, and will on next Friday 
talk to the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce about the coming congress of 
next year. Over six hundred dele- 
gates, representing all the irrigating 
States, half a dozen United States Sen- 
ators and many prominent citizens from 
all over the country attended the last 
congress, and it is intended to make 
this one, which will occur in Septem- 
ber, an international affair. Toward 
this end Senator Warren will introduce 
a resolution inthe Senate asking the 
President to invite all countries 
where irrigation .is practiced to 
send representatives to the con- 
gress, which will bring together 
prominent men of France, Italy, 
Spain, Germany, India and _ other 
foreign countries, besides many famous 
engineers. It hasnot yet been deter- 
mined where the congress will be held, 
but the location lies between Southern 
California, Butte, Mont., and several 
Wyoming, Montana and Idaho towns. 
The Executive Committee is of the 
opinion that it would be an excellent 
thing to hold the congress in Los Ange- 
les, because hére in Southern Califor- 
nia, better than any other place on 
earth, can the exact principles of irri- 
gation be set, forth and illustrated. 
Another reason why Los Angeles would 
be a good place for holding the congress 
is that the delegates to reach 
here could come by one route 
and return by another. which would 
take in practically all the irrigat- 
ing districts. The matter is to 
be decided January 15 and will come 
before the directors of the chamber at 
their next meeting. The necessary 
expense of holding the congress here 
wonld involve the providing of a large 
halland the preliminary expense oi 
organization and advertising, amount 
ing, ,probably, to three to 
thousand dollars, which would hav. 
to be raised by popular subscrip- 
tion. The advantages which woul 
accrue to Southern California by call 
ing -together such a body of men. i 
obvious.

Christmas Entertainment at the First 
Presbyterian Church. 

There was literally standing room 
only at the First Presbyterian» Church 
last evening when the Chinese kinder- 
garten gave their Christmas entertain- 
ment under the direction of 
teacher, Miss Quick. Half a dozen lit- 
tle Chinese children sat in a row on the 
platform and sang their gospel hymns 
and kindergarten songs, recited their 
Bible verses and Christmas poems for 
the entertainment of the audience. 
Four out-of the six children were 
dressed in American style, with curls 
and bangs, silk gowns and ribbons. 
After the children werethrough with 
their part of the entertainment, Maj. 
Elderkin explained to the audience the 
mission of the kindergarten, which has 
been established here some three or 
four years, and is the only one of the 
kind inthe United States. There are 
now fifteen little children being trained 
in this school, and it costs just $400 
per year to run it Of this the 
Presbyterian Missionary Society pays 
$800, and the other $100 is raised 
by contribution. The chief object of the 
Major's talk was to raise this $100, and 
for this the baskets were passed through 
the immense audience, and just $17 was 
contributed. Christmas gifts must have 
flattened the pocketbooks this year, 
judging from those meager returns. 
Anyone who wants to help the kinder- 
garten along, or whose conscience 
smites them for the nickels they gave 
last night, can make the matter right 
by sending to Maj. Elderkin their offer- 
ing.

delight as their American neighbors.

An Important Matter Must Be De- 
eided This Afternoon. 


Let Everyone Turn Out—Various Items of 
Local Interest—People Coming and 
Going — General Local 
Notes and Personals. 


About a score of citizens asse.1dled at the 
Carlton parlors yesterday afteruvon in re- 
sponse to a call issued by the Board of 
Trade to discuss the matter of having Pas- 
adena and its surrounding attractions 
graphically depicted on canvas, the picture 


to occupy a conspicuous position in the . 


California State building at the World's 
Fair. The subject has been discussed here 
for weeks past, and is fully understood by 
amajority of the Tres readers. Briefly 
summed up, the entire space at one end of 
the State building will be taken up by 
three mammoth paintings, which will 
faithfully portray the unrivalled beauty 
and varied resources of this great com- 
monwealth. One of the three spaces has 
been allotted to Northern California, one to 
Central California and the third to South- 
ern California. The Northern and the Cen- 
tral California spaces have already been 
engaged, while that reserved for the south- 
ern section of the.State is still left open for 
some enterprising town to snatch up and 
thereby secure an advertisement, whose 
value could hardly be overestimated. 

Pasadena has manifested a lively inter- 
est in the matter from the start, but so far 
nothing has been accomplished further 
than holding an occasional meeting, which 
served to acquaint some of the people here 
with the possibilities of the project. Now, 
however, the time for action has come. In 
other words, if the citizens do not today de- 
cide to have such a painting made, Pasa- 
dena will no longer be in the race. 

The matter of preparing the three paint- 
ings was recently placed by the State 
Board of World's Fair Commissioners 
under the exclusive control of H. H. Gross 
of Chicago, owner ot several of the most 
noted cycloramas in the country and a gen- 
tleman of national reputation in his line of 
work. Mr. Gross was present at the meet- 
ing yesterday and explained in detail all 
matters pertaining to the painting, after 
which be called attention to the import- 
ance of immediate action, but owing to the 
small attendance it was decided to hold an 
adjourned meeting at 3 o'clock this after- 
woon at the same place, when some definite 
conclusion will be reached. 

Mr. Gross has received a telegram from 
Redlands stating that the people there want 
the space in question, while several North- 
ern towns are eagerly, waiting for a chance 
to secure it. Today Pasadena retains first 
choice, butthe matter cannot hang fire 
longer, and unless the opportunity is seized 
this afternoon it will be lost forever. This 
is a simple statement which those who are 
banking on the future of the place should 
think about. The chanceof having the 
town and its beautiful environments 
depicted in realistic stvle on canvas for ex- 
hibition for six months before millions of 
people from all over the globe and in a po- 
sition that commands special attention 
comes only once in a century, and needs no 
further recommendation as to its un- 
rivalled value as an advertisement. It 
rests with the citizens to secure such a 
prize for Pasadena or allow it to go else. 
where. Thematter must be decided one 
way or the other this afternoon, which 
fact, if itis fully appreciated by the men 
who are never in the background when 
affairs of public import claim attention, 
will be sufficient to insure a large attend- 
ance at the meeting and the adoption of 
some practical plan for carrying the much. 
desired project into execution. ’ 

Tne matter of taking steps toward having 
the Chicago University place its famous 
new telescope, now in process of construc. 
tion, on the Sierra Madres north of town, 
also came up for discussion, and the senti- 
ments of the board were embodied in the 
following resolutions, which were passed 
dy a unanimous vote: 

‘“‘WHEREAS, Charles T. Yerkes, Esq., of 
Chicago, Ill., has presented to the Chicago 
University a telescope, which is to be the 
largest in the world: and, 

‘WHEREAS, our fellow-citizen Prof. T. 
Lowe has been endeavoring to secure the 
location of the said telescope on the Sierra 
Madre range of mountains just north of 
Pasadena, and, 

-WaHeEreas, thfs Board of Trade, from re- 
ports made by President Eliot, Prof. Bar- 
nard and others, believes that, owing to the 
steadiness of our atmosphere, the meteoro- 
logical conditions would permit of better 
results being obtained trom the location of 
the telescope on our mountains than from 
its location in any other part of this coun- 
try; now, therefore, it is hereby 

‘Resolved, that this Board of Trade does 
heartily second Prof. Lowe in his endeav- 
ors, and, in behalf of the citizens of Pasa- 
dena, does hereby extend to Mr. Yerkes, 
the officers, professors and frtends of Chi- 
cago University, a cordial invitation to visit 
Pasadena and examine for themselves the 
unsurpassed advantages which this region 
possesses forthe location of a large tele- 
scope. 

‘Resolved, further, that this Board of 
Trade, realizing the great benefits and ad- 
vantages which will accrue, not only to the 
city of Pasadena, but to the whole of South- 
ern California, from the construction of 
the Pasadena and Mt. Wilson Railway, does 
hereby express its approval of the said 
work and its appreciation of the efforts of 
our enterprising and respected citizen, 
Prof. T. S. C. Lowe, in the carrying on of 
the same. 

‘Resolved, that copies of the foregoing 
preamble and resolutions be sent by the 
secretary to Mr. Yerkes, the president of 
the Chicago University and to Prof. T. S. C. 
Lowe."

Naturally, he thinks 
fruit-growing in Ontario is *‘all right.”’ 

A Rincon fruit-grower received a lot of 
trees from Missouri Tuesday and took 
them from the depot without having them 
inspected. He is likely.to get into trouble, 
as Horticultural Commissioner Collins 
thinks there is danger of yellows from that 
locality. 

The nurserymen are beginning to receive 
their stocks of orange trees, and are al- 
ready booking large orders. 

About two hundred people went from 
Ontario to the Stanford-Chaffey football 
game at Riverside Wednesday.
